The testator, it appeared, was a prosperous 
farmer and merchant in Tullow, who left 
roperty valued at £38,790, the whiskey in 
bond. some of which, it was stated, was in 
Dublin and the rest in Carlow, being valued 
at about £2,000. - 

The Chief Justice, giving judgment allow- 
ing the appeal, said that he was afraid 
they could not accept Mr. Justice Meredith's 
method of dealing with the word ‘ thereon,” 
on the construction of which, the question 
turned, as if it were a redundancy. They 
must construe the words used by the testator 
in his will, with three codicils, in a reason. 
able manner giving them their simple and 
ordinary meaning. They could not speculate 
in any way about them; and, in his opinion, 
nothing had been offered to them by affidavit 
or argument which should induce them to 
give the words any other but their plain 
meaning. In his opinion, therefore, the judg- 
ment of Me. Justice Meredith should be 


reversed,

SEOUEL TO MOTORING ACCIDENT 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTIOE O'BYRNE AND A 
COMMON JURY.) 


The hearing was commenced of an action 
in which Mrs. Mary J. Kiernan, widow, of 
Ballinaglera, Co. Leitrim, sued Mr. Herbert 
Brown, woollen merchant, of Pontoon, Fox- 
ford, Co. Mayo, under Lord Campbell's Act, 
claiming £1,500 damages for the death of her 
son, John J. Kiertian, a sergeant in the 
Civic Guard, caused: by the alleged wrongful 
act, neglect or default of the defendant in 
the management and control of a motor car, 
his property.

The defendant, in his defence, denied that 
he was travelling at a furious speed. or that 
he was negligent. The car, he pleaded, was 
not on the wrone side of the road, and it 
was under sufficient and effective control. 
Defendant. also pleaded that there was con- 
tributory negligence on the part of the de- 
ceased man. 

Mr, Maguire, KC., and Mr, Louis C. 
O'Doherty (instructed By Mr. John Forde) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Joseph R.

days. Fr rain which jell on 
Sunday week and at intervals since, together 
with a marked tise in the temperature, have 
given a great stimulus to vegétation and 
plant gra generally, 

_ The Department of Lands and Agriculture, 
in its review of agricultural conditions in 
the Irish Free State on the bt inst., points 
ott that, while the weather of the first 
fortnight in April was unsettled, with fre- 
quent fails of sleet and rain, by the middle 
of the month the weather became soft and 
mild, with strong sunshine and drying winds. 
Under these influences, soils dried up quickly, 
and the delayed work of sowing grain crops 
and planting potatoes became genéral over 
the country. Almost up to the end of the 
month the conditions for field work were 
extremely favourable, and good progréss was 
made with getting in crops. 
Owing to the rapid drying ap of soils, 
which rendered them hard and lumpy, extra 
labour was required in some counties to get 
fields into a sufficiently fine tilth for sowing. 
In most counties the sowing of corn crops 
and the planting of potatoes was alniost 
ee by the last week of the month. 
In the later districts of the northern counties 
the start of spring work was estimated to 
have been delayed from a fortnight to three 
weeks behind the usual time; in such areas 
some oats remaimed to be sown at early 
May, and a fair proportion of the potato 
mm | had still to be planted. In the midland 
nd southern counties good os gr was 
made with the preparation of land for root 
crops, and in many districts of this aréa 
the sowing of both mangels and turtips was 
in full swing before the month closed. 

Severe night frosts at the end of the last 
week of April did serious damage to crops 
of early potatoes, and also caused some dis- 
a in early braifds of barley and 
oats. 

: PLENTY OF FODDER. 

Little growth. appeared on pastures till 
after April 18th, and this only on strong 
loamy soils in sheltered places. Fields for 
the most part kept extremely bare and dis- 
appointing for the time of year, with the 
result that hay and forage crops had to be 
uséd plentifully in order to supplement the 
shortage of grass, and to keep stock in con: 
dition. The plentiful supply of hay avail- 
able on farms was liberally drawn upon, and 
woved of much service for the purpose, 

oots were also in abundance, and in some 
counties it is expected that a surplus of both 
roots and straw will be left by the time 
house-feeding atid out-foddering will be no 
longer required. 

Barley and oats were sown under excellent 


soil conditions. Brairds in fidlds sown 
during March cameo over ound rather 
slowly, but those sown in April appeared 


without undue delay. The crops look uniform 
and vigorous, but have been checked some- 
what by the night frosts and harsh winds of 
late April. The area under barley in some 
of the barley-growing counties is considered 
to be somewhat less than that sown last year. 

The area under flax is likely to be little 
changed from last year. Sowings have been 
completed, but the appearance of brairds has 
not as yet been réported upon. In County 
Cavan an improvement in the genéral tone of 
demand and an advance in prices at the clos- 
ing markets of the season again encottraged 
farmers to sow a fair atea under the crop, 
In County Monaghan markets ended with 
brisk buying, and prieés rose to 12s, 6d. per 
stone. The quantity of seed sold in the 
cuunty points to a largér area under flax this 
season. In County Donegal a drop in pfices 
just at the close of the season and the diffi- 
eulty of selling lots of late scutched fibre 
resulted in the curtailment of seed purchase, 
an ' thé area sown will probably be less than 
last year. Scutching of the 1926 crop has 
been finished in County Cork, atid prices 
closed at from 8s. 6d. to 9s. 6d. per stone; 
any extension this season of the area sown in 
1926 is urilikely. 

EARLY POTATOES CUT BACK. 

Most of the main-crop potatoes were 
planted in good order from the middle to 
the end of April. In many counties much 
of the seed planted was sprouted beforehand. 
In County Dublin fields of earlies and second 
earlies, which wete well forward, suffered a 
aévérée cutting back from the night fras at 
the end of the month; the crops, it is ex- 
pected, will take a month to récover from 
the injury. 
Supplies of potatoes are plentiful in all 
cotinties, and prices show little change from 
the previous month. The general run of the 
market values in midland counties was from 
ós, to 4s. 6d. per cwt. for table potatoes, 
and from 5s, to 8s. per cwt. for seed. In 
southern countiés prices ranged from 6d. to 
9d. per stone. n County Cavan, where 
planting of this year’s crop is still progress- 
ing rapidly, the average price of table 
potatoes was from. 6d. to 7d. per stoné. In 
County Donegal demand was good during the 
month, and prices for bulk lots varied from 
£3 to £3 5s. per ton. 


WINTER WHEAT PROGRESSING. 
Plots of winter wheat made good progress 
and are fairly well forward; in some cases 
the crop has been harrowed, rolled and 
manured so as to encourage strong growth. 
Plots of the Yeoman variety in County Kil- 
kenny, which appeared delicate in March, 
are now coming on remarkably well. In 
County Sligo the crop is growing strongly, 
and the varieties Square Head Master and 
Queen Wilhelmina show most promise. Spring 
wheat, though sown late, has produced 
vigorous brairds and promises well, Catch 
crops, such as rape, rye and starters, were 
fed largely to sheep and young stock during 
the month, though for strong cattle on 
pasture: the abundance of hay reduced the 
need of green forage crops. Plots of ryé, 
rye and vetches, and rye, vetches and wheat 
are expected to be fit for use during May. 
In some southern counties, such as Kerry, 
catch crops came fit for use early in April 
and gave very heavy cuttings. 

_ Cattle fairs were from medium to average 
In size, and at some centres buyers attended 
in less numbers than usual. rade, on the 
whole, ruled slow, best demand being for 
well-conditioned young stores. Prices were, 
if “anything, somewhat lower than during 
March, and values in County Meath were 
estimated to have dropped 20s. per head from 
the previous month. In other counties, 
such as County Cavan, prices were, how- 
ever, considered to have improved. In 
Queen’s Courity both strong and small 
stores rose somewhat in price, while 
there was a slight fall in the rates 
current for milch cows, springing cows and 
springing heifers. Dr wed calves were con- 
siderably cheaper at thern and Midland 
fairs, but fully maintained previous high 
values in the Western and Northern counties. 
Fat cattle were scarce at fairs, and in 
County Carlow prices were unchanged at 38s. 
to 42s. per cwt. Tí County Dublin best 
qualities of beef sold at from 45s. to 528. 6d. 
per cwt.; in other counties prices varied from 
46s. to 50s. per cwt., pret | to finish. 
In gé County rr stores (1 to 2 years 
old) sold at from £15 to £18 each, and stron 
stores (2 to 3 vears old) at from £18 to cm 
each.

The debates im the Northern House of 
Commons with reference to the agricultural 
training centre at Richhill, County 
Atthagh, established by the Government 
for the purpose of preparing young :.ien 
as é@migrants for Canada and other 
Dominions have aroused a good deal éf 
interést throughout the province, and thé’ 
scheme has been condemned by many 
péfsons whose loyalty and patriotian 
cannot Le questioned. Sages of the past 
Rave stressed the folly of rulers who 
permit a country to be drained of its 
young manhood and womanhood, and their 
wisdom has been proved by the teachings 
of history. 7 

A few months ago there was a lot of 
official talk about a Bann drainage scheme 
and harbour improvements at Killough, 
Ardglass and other places around the coast, 
but these great schemes have, so far, culmi- 
nated in nothing more solid than sound. 
No doubt, the Government has its finan- 
cial difficulties, and it may in the course 
of time embark on some of these etiter- 
prises, but it is generally felt that money 
would be well spent in providing employ- 
ment in public works of utility instead of 
using it to make ‘‘exile’’ easy and 
alluring to the younger generation. It 
was stated by Mr. John F. Gordon, the 
Under-Secretary to the Ministry of 
Labour, that only the sons of artisans are 
accepted for the training céntre; yet at 
the end of three months they are supposed 
to bee fitted for farm jobs in the 
Dominions. Disillusionment to the 
emigrant comes later. 


LADY CRAIGAVON’S VIEWS. 


In the meantime a most amusing 
situation has arisen in connection with 
the controversy. On the same day when 
thé Ministers were advocating their 
policy and painting rosy pictures of 
life’ in far-distant lands, Lady Craig- 
avon gave a lecture to the members 
of the Cromac Women’s Unionist Associa- 
tion, in which she dealf with her recent 
visit to Canada, and touched on the 
question of emigration. The Viscountess 
speaks with charm and clearness, and her 
womanly common-sense on this occasion 
made short work of political plausibility 
and camouflage. She is reported to have 
said that in a country like England, where 
there is a large surplus population, 
emigration is a fine thing, but in Ireland 
they could not spare their young men and 
women. 

Yet the Northern Government seems to 
take a pride in sending them away ir 
hundreds, and pays a large proportion of 
their passage money. The Six-County 
aréa is too small to lose any of its popula- 
tion, and, as Mr. J. Milne Barbour, the 
Minister of Commerce, said last Saturday

Ireland. That is the true way to look at 
the question.

STARTLING FIGURES,

Sheep generally are reported healthy, though 
in one or two counties some mortality among 
lambs resulted from wool-ball in the stomach. 
Demand was good at fairs, and in 
counties prices were higher. Fat sheep sold 
mainly at from £3 10s. to £4 10s. each, and 
fat wethers at from £4 5s. to £4 15s. each. 
Hoggets met with good buying in Co. Water- 
ford and sold at from £2 15s. to £5 5s. each. 
The average run of prices for good lambs in 
('o, Meath was from £2 108. to £3 each, and 
in other counties from £2 to £2 10s. each. 
In Co. Kildare lambs on pasture, where some 
covering of fresh grass has appeared, are 
stated to be thriving well. 

Supplies of fat pigs at markets were ns ma 
to those of the previous month, and prices 
remained steady. Live-weight prices in Mid- 
land centres ranged from 64s. to 66s. per cwt., 
and in Co. Tipperary from 66s. to 67s, per 
cwt. was the current market rate. On the 
dead-weight basis of sale prices ranged from 
85s. to per cwt. in Southern markets, and 
in Northern matkets from 94s. to 96s., and 
in Co. Cavan up to 98s. ar ewt. Young pigs 
were in plentiful supply at markets, and 
prices tended to a lower level, the drop from 
March being estimated at from 5s. to 10s. 
each in Co. Waterford. In Quéen’s County 
pricés were from 20s. to 25s. each, in King’s 
County from 20s. to’ 30s. each, and in Co. 
Kildare from 26s. to 35s. each. In Co. Cavan 
young pigs were in large supply and sold at 
from 30s. to 46s. each, and in Co. Galway 
good demand existed for bonhams at prices 
around Ws. to ó2s. 6d. each. . 

SLOW TRADE FOR HORSES. 
Little change in the horse trade took place, 
and business ruled slow at fairs. In Co. 
Kildare good farm horses sold at from £20 
to £50 each, untrained colts at from £12 to 
£18 each, and good hunters at from £50 to 
£80 each. In Co. Longford fairs there was a 
good supply of troopers on offer, and these 
sold at from £25 up to £30 and £35 each. 
In Co. Wexford demand improved; in that 
county good huntérs were in keen demand 
and sold at from £80 to £160 each. In Co. 
Wicklow working horses brought from £20 
to £26, and three-year-old horses of the 
hunter type from to £70 each. In North 
ey best types of working horses 
fete rom £20 to. £26, and occasionally up 
to £30 each, and troopers and likely troopers 
were bought at from £32 to £38 each. In 
Tippetary from £80 to £150 was paid for 
horses of the hunter type, and in Co. Water- 
ford young hunter colts two to four years old 
sold. at from to each.

TESTING THE COURAGE OF 
' KERRY BLUES.

Charged with procuring the baiting of 
badgers on November 96th Inst at Bally- 
boughal, Sean Hayes, 39 South Richmond 
Street: Michael Sammon, 37 Fleet street; 
Cornelius O' Herlihy, 128 Parnell street; and 
Daniel O'Donohue, of 60 Harold's Cross, 
Dublin, were, at Swords District Court yes- 
terdny, each fined 20s. by District Justice 
Reddin, who allowed £6 6s. costs. 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, for the prosecution, said 
that the casos arose from what was called 
badger-baiting trials to test the speed, 
courage and stamina of Kerry blue and Irish 
blue dogs, which were run by the Lrish Blue 
Torrior Club under the licence of the Irish 
Kennel Club, 

Sergeant Duigenan deposed that on No- 
vember 28 last he went to the lands of New 
Lawn, Ballyboughal, the preporty of Senator 
Counihan, and on the main road outside a 
particular field he saw a number of motor 
cars stopped and a number of people going 
into this field. On entering witness was 
handed a typed programme (produced) setting 
out the trials. going into the field he saw 
two burrows in a thicket, and a number of 
persons with Kerry blues on the leash, and 
according as one of the defendants called out 
the dogs’ numbers they were brought forward 
and put into the burrow. The defendants 
O’Hehlihy and Hayes were judges, and were 
listenning at the mouth of the burrow to 
what was happening inside, and on a couple 
of occasions witness heard the noise of a 
scuffle or fight. When the dogs came out the 
judges examined their noses to see if they had 
established contact with the badger. 


THE BADGER DRAWN. 

After some time one of the dogs drew the 
badger, and witness saw the dog's teeth locked 
in the badger’s left breast and the badger 
had the dog by the jaw, Both animals were 
screeching and in pain, and there was blood 
on bot of them. Most of the dogs went 
willingly into the holes, but some which did 
not were pushed in. Apart from the dog that 
drew the badger, witness saw some other 
dogs bleeding on coming out of the burrow. 
The dog that drew the badger was only 
separated from the badger with some diffi- 
culty, and in the course of the separation the 
badger bit one of the officials in the hand, 
and that brought the trials to a close. 

Mr. Lavery—It was all right to get the dogs 
to fight; but when contact was established 
with the committee it was a different matter. 
(Laughter. ) 

TESTING KERRY BLUES. 
_Cross-examined, witness said that he had 
since become aware thot the trials were held 
under a licence from the Irish Kennel Club, 
and that clubs did exist wnder the sanction 
of the sporting authorities for the propagation 
of these trials. The triale took place in the 
badger’s natural ‘‘ earth,’’ but witness did 
not know that @ badger’s “set” often had 
as many as sixteen exits or escapes, From 
what witness saw, the badger was captive. 
He looked round and could see no: exit from 
the burrow. 

Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor (who defended), 
said that upwards of six years ago persons 
interested in Kerrv hives tested these dogs 
for courage and discipline, and the method 


tunnel, from which there was no escape save 
the entrance; but five years ago the Irish 
Kennel Club took the matter up, and by 
common consent it was arranged that the 
badger should only be drawn from his natural 
‘‘earth.’’ These trials had been held for the 
past five years, and would continue to be 
held unless that Court gave a decision, which 
the clubs interested did not anticipate. He 
“mentioned that this was the first prosecution 
of the kind brought in the Free State. 


BADGER’S CHANCE OF ESCAPE. 

Michael Sammon, Secrttary of the Field 
Trials Section of the Irish Blue Terriers’ 
Club, and one of the defendants, gave de- 
‘tailed evidence of the manner in which the 
trials were run off; and cross-examined, said 
that it would not be correct to describe the 
sport as fighting, although the badger would 

efend itself, and the dog would attack with 
its teeth, In 1923 his club was convicted of 
badger baiting at Crumlin; but on that occa- 
sion the badger was in a closed burrow, arti- 
ficially constructed, whereas at Ballyboughal 
the badger was in his natural ‘ earth.”’ 

To the Justice—The witness said that the 
badger had more than a sporting chance to 
escape, because there were always several 
exits from a badger ‘‘ set.’’ 

Sean Hayes, another of the defendants, 
who claimed to hold the biggest badger ex- 
perience in the world; Daniel McDonagh, an 
ex-County Inspector of the R.I.C:, and 
several other witnesses, having given évi- 
dence of the habits of badgers and their 
** earths,” 

The Justice convicted, and fined each of 
the defendants as stated. In doing so he 
said that he had an excellent opinion of the 
Irish Kennel Club, and believed that it and 
its officials would do everything to see that 
these trials were carried out with humanity. 

Mr, Burne intimated that as this was a 
test case his clients would appeal.

BURNING OF A KING'S 
COUNTY CASTLE. 


APPEAL BY FINANCE MINISTER 
i DISMISSED. 

Before Mr. Commissioner P. Lynch, K.C., 
and Mr, Commissioner Shannon, K.C., 
Special Appeal Commissioners, yesterday, a 
case involving a sum of £21,000, awarded for 
malicious damage; came on for hearing in 
Court No. 7, Dublin Castle. 

The case originated in a claim for damages 
for the malicious destruction of Castle Ber- 
nard, Kinnity, King’s County, by a body of 
armed irregulars on July 23rd, : 

From the evidence it appeared that a small 
party of Free State troops were guarding the 
castle in June, 1922. On the 30th of June 
of that year a large force of irregulars arrived 
at the castle, and the Free State soldiers 
were forced to leave, taking with them the 
occupants of the house, Mrs. Bernard and 
her daughter. The irregulars then entered 
into occupation of the premises, and re- 
mained there until July 23rd, 1922. On the 
night of that date they set fire to the castle, 
giving as their reason that they were acting 
under orders. 

£24,000 AWARDED. 

An application for damages under the 
Malicious Injuries Compensation. Act was 
made before pete mee in Dublin, on 
November 12th, 1925. The Judge awarded 
£24,000, with a partial reinstatement clause. 
The Minister for Finance now appealed 
acainst the portion of the award giving 
£51,000 for the building of a villa residence 
and three farmhouses, to be built in the 
vicinity of the castle, as a ee replace- 
ment of the destroyed building. 

After legal arguments on both sides, Mr. 
Lyich, K.C., in giving judgment, said that, 
having rane to the discretionary power 

ven to the Circuit Judge by the Compensa- 

on Act, he could no; hold that his decision 
was wrong either in fact or in law. 

Mr. Shannon, K.C., agreed, and stated 
that the Judge had acted on scund rinciples 
of law, and they should not interfere with 
him. The Court, therefore, ld the deci- 
sion of the Circuit Judge, and dismissed the 
appeal. They also made an order that of 
the sum of £21,000, £15,000 should be set 
aside for the gly of the villa, and the 
remainder of £6,000 for the farmhouses.

JUDGMENT IN CLARE | 
LIBEL ACTION,

GFOR R. susTICS NNA.) 
Con dered fadgment was delivered in the 
case in which Dr. Henty MeKeogh, Portroe, 
Killaloe, Co. Clare, claimed a st 
Hugh O’Brien Moran, solicitor, 26 Glent worth 
street, Limerick, for an alleged libel stated 
to have been contained in a letter written by 
the defendant concerning the plaintiff to the 
Secretary of the County Council of Limerick 
on the Sra March, 1926. The action followed 
one by Mrs. ry Anne Nolan, maternity 
nurse for Portroe, against Dr. McKeogh for 
alleged libel in a report which he made to 
the Department of al Government and 
Public Health, the jury in that action finding 
in favour of the doctor. 
AN IMPORTANT QUESTION, ! 
Mr. Justice Hanna, in the course oí his 
judgment. said that this case involved an in- 
portant question-as to the limitations on the 
rights of a solicitor to send defamatory com. 
munications on behalf of a client to a third 
party. He heard the cape on the conclusion 
of Nolan v. MéKeogh, and, for the purpose 
of convenience and expedition,~he was as- 
sumed to have judicial notice of a few ex- 
planatory facts proven therein. 
In the village of Killaloe there were two 
medical practitioners—Dr. McKeogh, the 
laintiff, and Dr. Holmes, whose name was 
requently mentioned. They did not speak to 
cach other, and he was satisfied that there 
WAS & deal of enmity between thom. It 
arose out of an unfortunate circumstance in 
1910, when the brother of Dr. Holmes was, 
on the petition of the plaintiff, removed from 


the position of dispensary doctor for the dis- 


trict and disqualified for five years on the 
pon that he had obtained the position by 
ribery. 

At ‘that time Dr. McKeogh was a candidate, 
but he was not resident in the neighbourhood. 
The Board of Poor Law Guardians who had 
elected the disqualified Dr. Holmes filled the 

sition by electing his brother, who had 
Rgured in this case. After a lapse of ten 
years, in 1920, Dr. McKeogh came back to 
the district, having been appointed medical 
officer of health of Portroe, which adjuins and 
borders on Killalue, being separated from it 
by the Shannon. Living so near, it was not 
surprising that during the passing years there 
had been unpleasant incidents that accentuated 
the unfriendly feelings. 

DOCTOR AND NURSE. 

Another leading character m this drama 
was an elderly midwife, certified to practice 
in the district of Portroe, named Nurse 
Nolan. In her practice she was associated for 
a few years past with Dr. Holmes. but she 
did not practice much with Dr. McKeogh. 
She was compared with that famous nurse of 
fiction, Sairey Gamp; but she had none of 
that lady’s bibulous habits. Nevertheless, 
just as Mrs. Harris was alleged to sav, ‘Brin 
in Sairey, he thought it was clear that in 
recent years Nurse Nolan would recommend 
Dr. Holmes to her patients. 

He was satisfied that the plaintiff, Dr. 
McKeogh, was, almost to a fault, particular 
about cleanliness of the nurse snd care of 
the patient. From 1920 he nad been engaged 
in about a dozen cases with Nurse Nolan. 
He had complained to her several times of 
her uncleanliness. His lordship did not think 
that Nurse Nolan bore Dr. McKeogh any real 
ill-will: she had only a tolerant and general 
contempt for his scruples. There was no im- 
provement, and Dr, McKeogh refused to at- 
tend cases with her. In the end of 1925 he 
threatened to report her. He complained 
informally about her to Dr. McCormack. the 
Medical Inspector of the Department of Local 
Government and Public Health, in November. 
Another case of puerperal fever occurred in 
December, and he, after communicating with 
Dr. McCormack, sent a formal report to the 
Department. © That report and its sequelae 
had occupied the Court for several days in 
the disposal of the two actions which had 
arisen out of it. 

_ “ TRADF JEALOUSY.” 

Coming to the present action, his lordship 
said that on the 22nd February Nurse Nolan 
came into Mr. Moran's office in Limerick and 
handed him a newspaper and a letter from 
Dy, Holmes, in the body of which Dr. Holmes 
stated that he had advised Mrs. Nolan to 
consult Mr. Moran, that he was prepared to 
certify that the charges against Nurse Nolan 
were false, and that Dr. McKeogh was mak- 
ing the charges through a desire to have the 
nurse dismissed, the motive being ‘‘trade 
jealousy,’’ as he called it, of himself and 
“the old nurse.”’ 

In the postscript he said :-—'' P.S.— 
McKeogh attended two cases two years ago, 
and both died of puerperal fever, showing 
that such things can occur even in his 
c .pable hands.” This statement in the post- 
script his lordship found to be in fact untrue. 

r, Justice Hanna then referred to, Mr. 
Moran's interview with Dr. Holmes and to 
his letters to the Department and to Dr. 
MeKeogh, both of which, he mid, were, in 
Li's judgment, carefully and properly worded 
in the interests of Mr, Moran's client, and no 
complaint could be made as to their contents. 
Mr. Moran stated that he saw his client next 
on the 2nd March, showed her the letters, 
and was instructed to write to the County 
Council He did not write that day, but on 
the following day. He had a visit from Dr. 
Holmes on the 3rd March, and his lordship 
found that Mr. Moran wrote that letter after 
this interview with Dr. Holmes. 


THE LETTER, 

His lordship was further of opinion that 
the nurse wanted the letter sent to the Press 
in reply to the report in the Press, 
but that Mr. Moran thought that such a 
course would not be advisable. He found, 
however, that Mr, Moran wrote that letter 
to the County Council with the knowledge 
that it would be read at their meeting, and 
would more than likely get into the Press, 
and to the public. Mr. | hes dictated the 
letter himself, and signéd it personally. That 
letter stated in fact that it was written to 
obtain a copy of the report from the County 
Council. That was a proper object. From 
its contents it was further written so as to 
place before the Council as strongly as pos- 
sible Nurse Nolan's answer to the complaint. 
‘1.3 was also within his right as her soli- 
citor, as was the intimation that she intended 
to take proceedings against Dr. McKeogh. 
His lordship was of opinion that there was 
nothing in the strong language used on these 
topics to take the letter out of the protec: 
tion given to privileged documents, but the 
main argument in this case had turned upon 
the fact that the letter contained a separate 
and an unequivocal charge against Dr. 
McKeogh of bein; himself guilty of profes. 
sional negligence, incompetency ot unfitness. 

“WITHOUT FOUNDATION.” 

The words in which the charge was 
couched were:—‘‘ She will be able to prove, 
when the time comes, that there was greater 
reason for complaint against Dr. MeKeogh 
in the treatment of his patients than there 
was against her’’—a very damaging state- 
ment to make with the knowledge that it 
might go broadcast through the country side. 
It was made in this letter for the first time. 
In neither action had any attempt been made 
to justify it. His lordship had no hesitation 
it finding that it was without foundation. 

Regarding the particulars upon which Mr. 
Moran sought to justify his belief that it 
was true, his lo Ko said that he could 
only say that Mr, Moran was very easily 
satisfied. He had nó doubt that it was in: 
spired by the long-borne enmity and desire 
for revenge of Holmes. He was not 
satisfied that the old nurse ever, in fact, 
made, or desired tu make, this charge against 
the doctor. He had asked Mr, Moran why 
he introduced this charge, and Mr. Moran's 


the point of view that people in glass-hotises 
should not throw stones '—a remarkable 
answer. Shorn of metaphors, it meant that 
thy charge was deliberately made to dis 
parage tho doctor professionally. 


QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE, 
Dealing with the privilege granted by the 
law to the legal profession, Mr. Justice 
Hanna said that, in respect of words spoken 
in Court, an advocate, whether solicitor or 
counsel, had absolute immunity from action,

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established in law, that where a person, has | 
a duty to discharge he shall have « qualified 
protection in the exercise of his duty. In 
this case there was, without doubt, a duty 
ou Mr. Moran to make Nurse Nolan's case 
as fully or as forcibly as he ge om right, 
to the County Board of Health, who had a 
corresponding duty to receive it. In making 
her case he was entitled to do and write 
everything reasonably necessary or incidental 
to the discharge of his duty. 

THE LAW. 

Citing authorities with particular reference 
to solicitors and to particular facts, his lord- 
ship said that the law was perfectly clear. 
The solicitor, in corresponding with third 
parties, was in no better. position than his 
client. He was not free to write everything 
his client might suggest or state. He could 
not be made the conduit pipe for every de- 
famatory’ allegation of the chagrined or 
malignant, litigant. He was bound to apply 
a plain and simple test, based on fair play, 
and exclude from his letter anything defama- 
torv that was not relevant to the occasion. 

This was in no sense that his lordship 
could imagine a restriction upon a solicitor 
in the conduct of his business for his clients. 
It had been acted upon by generations of the 
srofession. It was true that at times ;' the 
ent parry is a thrust,” but the thrust must 
be according to the rule of the game. 

‘A COUNTER-CHARGE.” — 

Tn his: opinion, having heard the evidence 
of Mr. Moran, the statement upon which 
the trial turned: “She (Nurse Nolan) will 
be able to prove when the time comes that 
there was greater reason for complaint 
against Dr. McKeogh in the treatment of 
his patients than there was against her ' 
was intended as a counter-charge or attack 
on Dr. McKeogh, and not relevant to the 
occasion, In his judgment, it went beyond 
the reasonable limits of self-defence. He 
found that it was untrue, and emanated from 
the private malignity of the rival doctor, who 
had acted unworthily in this matter. The 
only explanation that he could find for its 
inclusion in the letter by Mr. Moran was the 
opinion he formed from his evidence, that, 
though deliberately done, he did not realise 
the serivusness of Ins action, and inserted it 
without due consideration, having regard to 
the fact that 't was being communicated to a 
third party, and would probably, as he ex: 
pected, appear in the Press. 

FINDINGS. 

He ruled, therefore, that this statement was 
an independent and extraneous matter, un: 
connected with, and not reasonably relevant 
to, the) purposes of the letter, which pur- 
poses properly conferred privileges on the 
other portions though they, were strongty 
worded, He ruled, therefore, that the occa: 
sion of the writing of the letter was privi- 
loged, aud that all the letter, with the ex- 
ception of the charge against the plaintiff, 
was protected by the. privilege, and that 
there was no evidence of express malice. As 
regards the portion that was outside the 
privilege, he found that it was untrue in 
fact. This entitled the plaintiff, Dr. 
McKeogh, to a verdict. . | | 

As to damages, his lordship said that plain: 
tiff'e counsel had stated that his client was 
more anxious to restore his good name than 
to get damages. He must, however, give 
damages beyond a merely nominal amount. 
He measured them at £25, for which he gave 
judgment.

When he left the house in Donore avenue 
he was attacked by four or five men armed 
with revolvers, who shouted, ‘‘ Hands up:

MONEY SCATTERED. 

In cross-examination. the witness said that 
it was after 12 o'clock when the men attacked 
him—it might have been twenty minutes or 
half an hour. 

To a juror—The witness could not say if 
there was any money missing after the attack. 

To the Judge—The money was scattered 
about the street, and, so far as he knew, the

They compelled him to drive as far as the 
Red Cow, about half-way between Clondalkin 
and Inchicore. The men then told him that 
he could walk home, and that he would get 
the horse that night. The police afterwaids 
returned the horse and trap to the witness, 
The witness never saw the mau in the dock 
before. | 

HOW CAR WAS TRACED. 

George Browning said that he was leaving 
his house in Donore avenue on the date in 
question to go for a walk, when he heard a 
man yelling. After a couple of minutes he 
went down the street ana saw Mr. Boland, 
He saw a number of men holding un to Mr, 
Boland, who was'on the ground and appeared 
to be trying to get up. The witness wes 
passed by a motor car numbered Y [ 2920, 
which contained four or five people, and was 
driving quickly towards the South Circular 
road, 

Mr. C. Paul. stated that Morrissey was in 
his employment as the driver of his wife's 
motor car Y I 2920. which was. venerally 
garaged at the back of his house in Commons 
street, off the North Wall. When it required 
n wash they were in the habit of sending it 
home with Morrissey. who had better facilities 
for washing it at his house, near Weatland 
row. The car was sent home with Morrissey 
on the night of the 17th October. Morrissey 
had no authority to take the car out himself 
or to lend it to friends. 

At about 4.20 p.m. on Monday, 18th 
October, Morrissey reported to witness's wife 
that the cat had been forcibly taken from 
him. The police informed the witness of the 
fact at the same time. 

To Mr. Lynni—Morrissey was still in the 
witness's ri“ ment, 

STORY OF SEIZURE. 

Sergeant M, Byrne, Detective Force, said 
that Morrissey lived in a cottage in Rowan’'s 
yard, off Fleming's place, Mespil road. When 
the witness examined the car in the lane out- 
aside Rowan's yard on the afternoon of the 
19th he found on the rear right-hand wheel 
what appeared to be blood, He saw Mor: 
risséy later, at about 5.20, and the latter 
said, “Two men came this morning with 
revolvers and tobk the car away.’’ He said 
that the men came about 11 o'clock.” The 
witness reminded him that six hours had 
elapsed since the car was taken. 

The witness then arrested Morrissey and 
catitioned him. On the way to the Detective 
Office Mortissey said: ‘ The reason | did not 
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report the matter to the police was because 
some of your men would be there when the 
men would bring the car back, and the men 
would be arrested.”’ 


JURY FAIL TO AGREE. 

Counsel having addressed the jury, the 
Judge summed up, and the jury retived at 
6.340 p.m. and returned at 6,25, when the 
ioreman announced that they could not agree.

YOUNG WOMEN’S RECORD OF 
THIEVING, 

Richard Going, who, the judge stated. had 
gone away and tried to conceal his where- 
abouts by writing letters stating that he had 
left for Canada, and‘ was arrested in London, 
pleaded guilty to the fraudulent conversion of 
£95 entrusted to him by an official of the 
Land Judge's Court, in Dublin, named Keyes. 
He was sentenced to six months’ imprison- 
ment, with hard labour 

.Frederick . Heard. was .sentenced to six 
months’ imprisonment, with hard labour, for 
embezzlement. 

Sentence of four months’ imprisonment, 
with hard labour; was imposed upon Martin 
Gallagher, commercial traveller, who repre- 
sented Messrs. ©’ Donnell and Company, tea 
mérchants, Dublin, in Waterford, for having 
fraudulently converted £20 entrygted to him 
for his employers by Mrs. Scanlon, Summer- 
hill, Waterford. 

A young woman, named “ Bridie’ Mac- 
auley, was sentenced to nine months’ im- 
prisonment, with hard labour, from the date 
of her committal, for shop thefts. . Judge 
Roche described the prisoner as ' an abgo- 
lutely hopeless proposition,’ and said that he 
had been informed that she was leading an 
absolutely hopeless existence, and leading other 
girls into trouble. She had been found guilty 
of theft on previous occasions, and in the pre- 
sent case had been going around from shop 
to shop all over the city stealing. 

For similar offences sentence of six months’ 
hard labour from the date of her committal 
was imposed upon a young woman hamed 
Elizgbeth Venables. This prisoner, said the 
judge, had been mixed up with the previous 
uecused in thieving all over Dublin. She 
earned a living by these thefts, which she per- 
formed with great dexterity. She actually 
succeeded in stealing a tea set, consisting of 
twenty-one pieces, from a Dublin shop, on one 
occasion, She, too, said the judge, was going 
the way of becoming a ‘hopeless proposition, 
largely owing to the influence of the woman, 
Macauley. 

A third young woman, Christina Sweeney, 
convicted on a similar charge, was described 
as leading a life that was dangerous to herself 
and to the community, having been, in com- 
pany with others, thieving all over Dublin. 
She declined to adopt the suggestion put for- 
ward by the judge, in view of her youth, to 
enter a home, and waa put back so that her 
father might have an opportunity of persuad- 
ing her to do so.

TRAVELLING THEATRE’S 
WEEK IN RATHMINES. 

If one might offer a suggestion with all due 
deference to that excellent organisation, the 
Arts League of Service, it would be that 1t 
should revise its posters. The League 1s 
infinitely superior to anything that its hoard- 
ing publicity would lead one to believe. A 
cubist poster in primary colours is calculated 
to daunt the gó Nig man. Kven in Rath- 
mines, where the League 's Southern Company 
opened a week's programme last night, it 3s 
possible that the poster in question frightened 
many worthy people into staying away from 
the Town Hall. One trembles to think what 
effect it might have in a lesser village, say, 
in Zummerzet. 
Promise of direful things also confronted 
the ordinary man upon entering the Town 
Hall; for the company had hidden part of 
the proscenium behind flaring designs, some- 
what suggestive of a Vorticist paroxysm. But 
with the withdrawal of the stage curtain all 
this was pleasurably belied. Instead of 
bizarre and chaotic art jostling in a frenzy 
of modernism, the audience—regrettably 
meagre—received a most pleasant and rational 
entertainment of playlets, sketches, phantasies, 
folk-songs and absurdities, presented with the 
utmost simplicity and sincerity, One came 
away regretfully, but with a fragrant memory 
of music, poetry and colour blended into two 
hours’ harmony quaint and delightful. 
Described as “a Freudian comedy,” with 
no less than two authors collaborating in its 
slender structure, ‘‘ Suppressed Desires’’ was 
the opening item. Miss Norah Balfour, Miss 
Miriam Elliott and Mr. Philip Holles gave to 
this slight and somewhat obvious satire on 
psycho-analysis just the requisite emphasis, 
An amusing morsel. Of even slighter texture, 
though broader in its comedy, was “ The Old 
Firm’s Awakening,’ in which Mr. Holles 
gave a vivid thumbnail sketch of a “ bookie,” 
and Miss Judith Wogan metamorphosed her- 
self into a sweet early-Victorian ‘‘ flapper ” 
imbued with more than a soupcon of Miss 
1927’s guile. Clifford Bax’s rhymed phantasy 
was ill-titled. ‘‘ Square Pegs ” are not to be 
associated with an enchanted garden, even 
though the two characters might deserve the 
name in more mundane surroundings. Miss 
Wogan was captivatingly in the period—and 
out of it—as the sixteenth-century Venetian 
lady who, through some gift of faerie, had 
acquired a knowledge of Shaw, Bennett and 
Wells, together with a hunger for the 
twentieth century. Miss Elliott was equally 
effective as the modern young woman who 
had grown tired of being blasée and sighed 
for the romanticism of the middle ages, It 
was a curious trifle; an old idea viewed at a 
new angle; pretty, laughter-compelling and 
something more. — 
It was rather a shock to find what the pro- 
gramme described as a nineteenth century 
folk-song materialising as that popular music- 
hall dittv of 1895, “A Bicycle Made for 
Two.” But, after all, why not? Miss Wogan 
and Mr. Holles carried it off with a vim, and 
were equally radiant and humorous in '“ The 
Drummer and the Cook,” described somewhat 
bafflingly as a ‘‘chantey.” Better to have 
labelled it frankly with the other item as an 
‘“‘absurdity.”’ Miss Elliott and. Mr. Holles 
envisioned for us two of the folk-songs col- 
lected by Baring-Gould as those songs 
might have been sung in the days of their 
origin. Mr. A. C. Harradine by his costume 
suggested ‘‘ A jovial monk am 1,” but instead 
ga; us French songs and sea chanteys, in a 
good round baritone, and with the utmost 
impassivity. Special thanks are due to 
him for sparing us the pronunciation '' Ree- 
oh,” in ‘‘ Bound for the Rip Grande.” In 
sharp contrast with the lightsome trend of 
the other items were Miss Wogan’s graceful 
cameo, “The Bride’s Farewell,’ and her re- 
cital of three poems by _ Rabindranath 
Tagore, when the actress herself became a 
living poem. It was a revelation of the beauty 
of gesture. 
The enunciation of some oí the players was 
not distinct at nye! This may mare a 
due largely to the hall’s acoustic properties—. 
ov walt of them. But Mr. Holles was, un- 
doubtedly, a trifle slurred in the first playlet, 
and there was Á painín! tendency to pro- 
nounce the invisible. “r' now and again— 
as ‘‘idea-r.” One was grateínl íor” Miss 
Winifred Menzies at the piano, and particu- 
larly for the overture, which was not an 
overture, but none the less pleasing for all 
that.

Australia and Ireland. 


Yesterday morning the Duke of York 
added a new city to the capitals of the 
world. Since Australian time is in ad- 
vance of Irish time by nine hours, a full 
report of the ceremony was on our 
readers hreakfast tables yesterday—proof 
alike of the vastness of the British Empire 
and of the speed of modern communica- 
tions. People born in the twentieth 
century, which has run only a quarter of 
its course, have witnessed two great events 
in the political development of a great 
Continent. Ki George, as Duke of 
York, opened t first Commonwealth 
Parliament in 1901, and thus sealed the 
triumph of a patriotism which, after many 
troubles and much controversy, had con- 
verted the independent States of Australia 
to the principle ‘of federation. Now, just 
twenty-six years later, the King’s son has 


opened the new Parliament House of the 
Commonwealth in the Commonwealth's 
new capital—a further and still closer em- 
bodiment of the ideal of Australian unity. 
The project of a new capital took shape 
along with the creation of the Common- 
wealth, but its fulfilment has suffered 
numerous delays. The State of New South 
Wales was chosen for the site as a condi- 
tion of that State’s adherence to the 
Union; but the other States insisted that 
the capital must not lie under the shadow 
of Sydney. As many little towns com- 
peted for the honour as had competed in 
ancient Greece for Homer's birthplace, 
and the final choice of Canberra was not 
made until 1908. Only a young and bold 
country would have challenged this ad- 
venture; for the Commonwealth's new 
capital is being built, in beautiful sur- 
roundings, on virgin soil. Henceforward in 
their home at Canberra Australia’s states- 
men may shape counsels as clear as its 
own air, as wide as the landscape that 
stretches below its tree-crowned heights. 
Yesterday's ceremony breathed the 
people s spirit of confidence and pride. 
The Duke of York said: “ We turn to-day 
to a new page in history.” Mr. Stanley 
Bruce, the Commonwealth Prime Minister, 
said that, while, twenty-six years ago, 
Australia’s aspirations were ' vague and 
almost undefined,’’ her new capital and 
Parliament House testified to-day to her 
“” definite national consciousness.”’ 

The Parliament and people of the Irish 
Free State may learn much ‘from 
Australian politics. They cannot be ex- 
pected as yet to form any clear judgment 
on their own political development, since 
they are too close to its problems and 
events; but they can study Australian 
affairs with impartial eyes, and in the 
story of the last twenty-six years they can 
find both warning and comfort. Many 
of Australia’s problems are peculiar to 
herself. The most important of these, of 
course, is that of population—how her 
vast areas are to be filled in conformity 
with the national eredo that she holds 
the Continent in trust for the white races. 
Another problem, however, is becoming 
urgent in Australia which «soon may 
become urgent—if, indeed, it is mot urgent 
already--in the Irish Free State. Twenty- 
six years ago. the Australian people, 
alarmed by: the growth of public expendi- 
ture, insisted that the Commonwealth 
Parliament should be small, and ‘to-day it

The Atlantic Flight. 


As we write no news has. been received 
in New York of the French aeroplane, 
the White Bird, which set off from Paris 
on Sunday morning on a non-stop flight 
across the Atlantic. It was manned by 
two of France’s most distinguished air- 
men, Captain Nungesser and Captain Coli, 
and was sighted off Cherbourg at about 
10 a.m. on Sunday. . All day yesterday a 
watch was kept on the American coast for 
the French machine. It was reported in 
the early afternoon that the White Bird 
had been scen off the Banks of Newfound- 
land; and shortly afterwards there was 
an official announcement that Captain 
Nungesser and his companion had suc- 
ceeded in crossing the ocean and were fly- 
ing over Portland, Maine, only about two 
hundred miles north of their destination. 
As they were required to fly direct to New 
York in order to win the £5,000 Orteig 
prize, augmented to £15,000 by the 
Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce, no 
anxiety was felt when it was learned that 
they had not landed at a late hour in the 
afternoon; but when the United States 
Naval Department contradicted its earlier 
report, doubts began to deepen into 
alarm. Heavy fogs are reported from the 
North ‘ilantic, and it is quite possible 
that the White Bird may have been de- 
layed. At any rate, even if it should have 
been forced to come down in the sea, its 
peculiar construction will enable it to re- 
main afloat for several hours. The streets 
of Paris last night were thronged with 
eager crowds, alternating between hopes 
and fears as the conflicting cablegrams 
arrived from the United States. As we 
go to press the White Bird still has plenty 
of time to reach New York before niznt- 
fall; and if, and when, it arrives, its 
occupants will have completed one of the 
finest flights on record. 

Exploits of this kind must be regarded 
as feats of personal daring rather than 
as contributions to the science of civil 
flying; yet they have a distinct practical 
value, inasmuch as they prove what can 
be done in the air. Only sixteen years 
have passed since M. Blériot made air 
history by crossing the English Channel. 
Who can foresee the developments of the 
next fifteen years, or even of the next 
fifteen months?- Two British airmen at 
the moment are planning a non-stop flight 
from Cranwell to Karachi, if not to Delhi ; 
and the trail which has been blazed by Sir 
Alan Cobham is likely to be followed in 
the near future by regular services from 
Britain to the Overseas Dominions. Slowly, 
but surely, transport is being lifted from 
the land into the air. Already Germany 
has«perfected a net-work of flying services 
which are being operated with remark- 
able success. All the chief capitals of 
Europe are connected now by air, and, if 
Britain lags behind in respect of internal 
services, her pioneers are flying to the 
farthest corners of the Empire. Although 
others have covered greater distances at a 
stretch, the Cobham flight to Australia 
still can claim to be the most noteworthy 
acuievement of the air, while every day 
young Air Force pilots, whose names never 
reach the newspapers, are building up a 
flying tradition which promises to rival 
the British tradition of the sea. No 
nation, however, can claim a monopoly of 
enterprise. Britain and France, perhaps, 
have accomplished the most remarkable 
flights; but Italian, Spanish, American, 
and even Jugo-Slavian pilots have done 
almost equally well, while the Germans, 
who hitherto have been impeded by the 
Treaty of Versailles, have been making 
steady progress at home. Strangely 
enough, comparatively few of the great 
pilots of the war have made names for 
themselves in civil flying—possibly on 
account of the fact that, whereas in war 
recklessness was a virtue, it is a fatal 
defect in a civil airman, 
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New Testament Texts. 


“ Textual criticism, as applied to the 
Greek New Testament, forms a special 
study of much intricacy and difficulty, and 
even now leaves room for considerable 
variety of opinion among competent 
crities,’’ With this sentence, contained in 
the Preface to the Revised Version of 
1881, the scholars who are putting forward 
the project of a revised critical edition of 
the New Testament well might have 
headed their appeal for funds. A strong 
factor in the decision of 1870 to have an 
English Revised Version, was the import- 
ance of the textual discoveries which had 
been made in the preceding few years. 
Indeed, criticism and discovery altered 
the situation within the period of the 
revision. That was roughly the time of 
the publication of Tischendorf’s critical 
edition, and, as the letter issued by the 
Bishop of Gloucester and other scholars 
states, “ there has been no satisfactory 
critical edition of the New Testament 
since Tischendorf’s.”” Since that time 
materials have increased greatly. In 
the plan which ‘is now proposed no 
attempt will be made to construct a 
revised text, but all the available material 
will be assembled. Texts, earlier and more 
enlightening than those referred to by the 
English revisers as “many ancient 


| authorities,’’ have come to light, or have 


taken a higher value in the past fifty 
years. By comparison, the translators of 
the Authorised Version of 1611 worked in 
the dark. The texts available to them 
were founded, for the most part, as the 
revisers noted, on manuscripts of late 


date, few in number, and with small 
critical skill. Most of the more ancient of 
the documentary authorities became known 
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this extravagance is the failure 
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‘translation of 1611, and refinement of | 


critical methods was developed still later. 
The leader in the appeal for £5,000—the 
sum required to finance the critical edition 
now projected—is the Bishop of Gloucester, 
whose scholarly addresses were heard by 
large congregations when he visited Ire- 
land last year to receive an honorary 
degree from Dublin University. 


The Farmer’s Craft. 


Dr. Haden Guest, discussing the 
prospects of urban emigrants to Canada. 
differs from the view that farming never 
should be attempted by a townsman. Any 
intelligent man, he thinks, can learn farm- 
ing, just as he can learn engineering or 
chemistry; and no townsman need be 
afraid to tackle it, since scientific study 
can compensate, in a few months, for lack 
of experience. ‘‘ A few months” is a 
very brief term in agriculture, and it is 
doubtful if the most scientific and most 
methodical experimenter in any kind of 
farming would know how he stood after 
such a period. Certainly it is true that 
farming is a business, which can be 
mastered, like other businesses, by observa- 
tion jand perseverance, but the apprentice- 
ship is longer than in most of them. A 
system of learning by trial and error 
would prove rather a costly lesson for the 
amateur attracted by a rural life. So far 
as the romantic side of the matter goes, 
the farmer is less likely than others to 
enjoy the beauties of nature without a 
thought of the morrow. His esthetic 
pleasure in an unclouded sunrise may be 
tempered by the reflection that his crops 
are languishing for rain; but there is no 
mystery about farming except the mystery 
of hard work and common intelligence. In 
these days of keen competition for. markets 
and constant improvement in methods, 
the fact that a man was reared on the 
land is no guarantee that he will secure a 
competence by it, or even a bare liveli- 
hood, If heredity has much to do with 
success in farming, city-dwellers need not 
despair; for the concentration of a great 
part of the population of Europe in large 
towns dates only from industrial 
revolution. Nevertheless, farming is not 
like phonetic French, the 
piano or the manners of good society,

A VALIANT WOMAN. 


ANTHON’’ TROLLOPE’S 


MOTHER. 


(By “K.”) 

Mrs. Trollope, whose book has just been 
republished, and who foresaw what the 
Mississippi might one day do, was the mother 
of the novelists, Thomas Adolphus and 
Anthony ‘Trollope. Her father was the 
Reverend William Milton, vicar of Heckfield, 
who had been a Fellow of New College; 
and she was nearly thirty when, in 1809, 
she married Mr. Trollope, who had been a 
Wykehamist and a Fellow of New College. 
Sixty years after they were written a bundle 
of love-letters from her to him was found 
in a stranger’s house and sent to her son, 
Anthony. Some were written before and 
some after her marriage, in the space of 
about a year. He says:—‘‘In no novel of 
Richardson’s or Miss Burney’s have | seen 
a correspondence at the same time so sweet, 
so graceful, and so well expressed. 
They are, all of them, on square paper, 
folded and sealed, and addressed to my 
father on circuit; but the language in each, 
though it almost borders on the romantic, 
is beautifully chosen, and fit, without change 
of a syllable, for t!e most critical eye.” 
Then he contrasts with hers the love-letters 
of that later time, and says: '“ Thowgh my 
mother was a writer of prose, and revelled 
in satire, the poetic feeling clung to her to 
the last.”’ 

She had six children, four of whom died 
of consumption at different ages. From 
their marriage till 1827, when she went to 
America, Mr. Trollope’s affairs had been 
going down in the world. She loved society, 
‘* professing an emotional uislike to tyrants,’ 
though she became a strong Tory afterwards. 
Anthony says that her politics were always 
an affair of the heart. '“ Of reasoning from 
causes I think that she }:ew nothing. Her 
heart was in every way so perfect, her desire 
to do good to all around her so thorough, 
and her power of self-sacrifice so complete, 
that she generally got herself right in spite 
of her want of Iogic.’’ She loved Dante and 
Spenser, and rived about Byron. She seized 
with avidity on the novels of the unknown 
Scott, and still talked of the triumphs of 
Miss Edgeworth. 

Mrs, ‘Trollope built a bazaar in Cincinnati 
in the hope of setting up her son Henry— 
Anthony saw it afterwards and calls it ‘‘a 
sorry building ’’—and the money was lost. 
She looked about her, and resolved to write 
a book about the Americans. She brought 
it back with her in 1831, and published it 
early in 1832. She knew that unless she 
earned money there was none for any of 
them. .She had never earned a shilling before. 
Within a few months the publishers paid 
her two sums of £400 each. She was then 
fifty, and for more than twenty years, till 
nearly her death, she had a considerable 
income from her writings. -She and her two 
sons wrote more books than a single family 
ever produced. Her married daughter wrote 
a litthe anonymous High Church story called 
‘* Chollerton.”’ 

Anthony Trollope thought that ‘ The 
Domestic Manners of the Americans’ had a 
material effect upon the manners of the 
Americans of the day. ‘‘ Her volumes were 
very bitter; but they were very clever, and 
they saved the family from ruin. ... . Of 
the mixture of joviality and industry which 
formed her character it is almost impossible 
to speak with exaggeration. The industry 
was a thing apart, kept to hercelf. It was 
not necessary that anyone who lived with her 
should see it. She was at her table at four 
in the morning, and had finished her work 
before the world had begun to be aroused. 
But the joviality was all for others. She 
had much, very much, to suffer, but of all 
people I have known she was the most 
joyous, ‘or, at any rate, the most capable of 
joy.” i= 

Two years af! her return from America 
a crash came, and the Trollopes went to live 
near Bruges, Mr. Trollope was broken- 
hearted and ill, but he worked away at the 
ecclesiastical records that he had long busied 
himself with. Henry had left Cambridge, 
and was ill; the younger sister was ill, The 
novels went on while Mrs. Trollope was day- 
nurse and night-nurse to three dying people— 
her husband, her son, and her daughter. 
“Her power of dividing herself ‘into two 
“móra and keeping her intellect by itself clear 
rom the troubles of nbroria, and fit for 
the duty it had to do, ever saw equalled,” 
After their deaths Mrs. Trollope came back 
to England, but in 1844 she moved to 
Florence, where she died in 1863, She wrote 
until 1856, when she was seventy'six years 
old, and had produced 114 volumes after she 
was fifty. A valiant woman, and one thet 
could get up in the morning without hurting 
her clock’s conscience! |

COLONEL LOWRY-CORRY. 


Colone! the Hon. Henry William Lowry- 
Corry, late Commanding the Coldstream 
Guards, died ‘on last Friday at Edwardstone 
Hall, Boxford, Suffolk, at the age of 81. The 
fourth son of the third Earl of Belmore, he 
was born on June 30, 1845. He went up to 


Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
graduated, and received his first commission 
in 1866. At a by-election in 1873 he was 


returned as Conservative member for Tyrone, 


cmascgs | his uncle, the Right Hon. H. T. 


Corry, who had been First Lord of the 
Admiralty. He was again elected in 1874, 
but retired “in He served in the 


Egyptian campaign of 1885, receiving the 
medal with clasp and the Khedive Star. 
From 1889 to 1893 he commanded the 2nd 
Battalion the Coldstream Guards, and the 
regiment and Re,.: ntal District from 1898 
to 1900. From 1895 to 1898 he commanded 
the 12th Regimental Disirict. 

In Suffolk he ‘-ok an active part in local 
affairs, being a County Alderman and Chair- 
man of the West Suffolk Quarter Sessions, 
and Chairman of the Suffolk Territorial Forse 
Association. In 1876 he married the Hon. 
Blanche Edith Wood, third daughter of the 
first Viscount.

All day yesterday, and until a late 
hour this morning, conflicting stories of the whereabouts of this 
alventurous airman and his navigator, Captain Coli, were in cir- 
culation. It Was reported from Limerick and Tralee that his aero. 
plane had been seen over the Shannon on Sunday, Then came 
news that the White Bird had been sighted off Newfoundland ; 
‘hen Nova Scotia sent out word that the machine had crossed 
the coast. All doubts then appeared to be set at rest when an 
oficial message was sent out by the United States Navigating 
Department that Captain Nungesser had passed over Portland 
(Maine), which is about 250 miles from New York. Hours

Instead of the news of the arrival of the White Bird in New 
York, where plans for a huge aeroplane welcome to the French 
aviator had been made, and then abandoned, as weather condi- 
tions were considered impossible, messages began to arrive ex- 
pressing doubt as to whether the aeroplane had crossed the 
Atlantic, 

Halifax (Nova Scotia) cabled that up to 2.30 p.m. vester- 
day afternoon no trace-had been seen of the French transatlantic 
‘lvers although the visibility was exceptionally good off the Nova 
Scotia coast. Enquiries from all the headlands were without 
result. The message added, the visibility between South- 
Western Novia Scotia and New York was reported to be bad.

MR. CHEN'S POSITION 
7 —— - 


Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy, in 
the House of Commons yesterday, asked 
the Foreign Secretary whether any deci- 
sion had yet been come to as to the next 
step to be taken with regard to the reply 
to the British Note to Mr. Chen on the 
outrages at Nanking, and would he state 
what was the next step to be taken. 
Sir A. Chamberlain—The Nanking out- 
rages took place on March 23rd and 24th, 
and on April llth a Note, identic in 
terms, was delivered by the representa- 
tives of Great Britain, the United States 
of America, Japan, France, and Italy. to 
Mr. Eugene Chen, as Foreign Minister 
of the National Government, and to 
the Shanghai representative of the 
Generalissimo of the Nationalist armies. 
This Note demanded. the punishment of 
the offenders, apology, and compensation. 
On April 14th Mr, Chen returned replies 
to the Notes as stated in this House on 
April 16th. The replies to the other 
Governments followed the same lines, with 
variations in each case. The Notes were 
unsatisfactory in substance and in detail. 
The serious and immediate issues of the 
Nanking outrages were shirked, and 
irrelevant matter and the usual Nation- 
alist propaganda were introduc:d. 


POSITION CHANGED. 

The five Governments were already dis- 
cussing the further action to be taken in 
view of the unsatisfactory nature of Mr. 
Chen's reply when. events took place in 
the Yangtse region which have entirely 
changed the position, 

When the outrages occurred, and even 
when the Powers’ Notes were presented, 
China south of the Yangtse was apparently 
united under the Nationalist Government, 
whose seat was in the Wuhan cities, 
commonly known as Hankow. There was, 
therefore, a Government which was re- 
sponsible for the outrages and which could 
be made responsible for reparations. 
Within four days after the date of Mr. 
Chen’s reply that united Government in 
South China no longer existed, and Mr. 
Chen and his Notes represented little 
more than himself and his personal 
opinions. He no longer spoke for 
Nationalist China or for the Kuomintang 
Party. 


TOOLS OF A POLICY. 

The Nanking affair had precipitated a 
long-impending split within the Nation- 
alist ranks. The looting of foreign 
properties at Nanking and the Skooting 
of foreigners were the culmination of a 
continued policy of agitation, rapine, 
terrorism and murder. The tools of this 
policy were the unpaid soldiery of the 
Nationalist armies and the mobs of the 
great cities, but its organisation and 
driving force were borrowed directly or 
indirectly from the Third Internationale. 
. This policy had failed to create an anti- 
British incident at Hankow in January. 
it had been unable to seize Shanghai, 
owing to the protective presence of the 
defence force. By March it was becom- 
ing directed against the Nationalist 
Generalissimo, Chiang Kai-shek, of whose 
power the Communists were jealous. The 
organised side of the Nanking outrages 
appears to have been an attempt to em. 
broil Chiang Kai-shek with the foreign 
Powers 

UNWELCOME REACTION. 

The outrages at Nanking have already 
reacted in China in a dramatic and, to 
their authors, an unwelcome manner. 
Not two months ago it seemed as if the 
Southern party and the Nationalist 
armies would sweep China from South to 
North. 

Nanking has already checked this 
victorious career, if it has not wrecked 
it altogether. It has split the Communist 
wing from the Kuomintang Party, and— 
most important of all—it has deeply dis- 
credited the Communists and their foreign 
advisers in the eyes of all China. 


A NEW ASPECT. 

In view of this momentous development 
the question of punishment for the 
Nanking outrages has assumed an entirely 
new aspect. The Hankow Government, 
which was responsible for the outrages, 
no longer controls Nanking. The real 
offenders—the Communist agitators—have 
been punished by the Chinese Nationalists 
themselves in a severity and effectiveness 
oi which no foreign Power was capable. 

In Shanghai, Canton and other towns 
the extremist organisations have been 
broken up, and their leaders executed. 
‘The Nationalist Government at Hankow 
has lost its dominating position, and is at 
present little more than a shadow of a 
name. 

Mr. Chen’s Notes have received their 
answer in the practical disappearance of 
the power which he affected to represent— 
he has. been left cut off by the tide of 
events in ruined and _ terror-stricken 
Hankow—the Minister for Foreign Affairs 
of a Government which exists only in 
name. 

So far as punishment is concerned, 
those in high places responsible for the 
Nanking outrages have been punished 
with a promptitude and a «cnipleteness 
vnusual in human affairs. The questions 
of responsibility and reparation are on a 
different footing. Whatever Government 
emerges from the present confucion North 
and South of the Yangtse will be held re- 
sponsible for outrages on British subjects 
resulting from the civil war. and compen- 
sation and reparation will be demanded, 

His Majesty's Government’s one desire 
is that. such a Government should arise; 
that it should renounce the policy of 
anti-foreign agitation and misrepresenta- 
tion which brought its predecessor to 
ruin ; that it should shoulder its responsi-| 
bilities fairly and squarely, liquidating 
the past, and building up a beiter future 
on a reasonable basis of treaty revision, 
fuch as all foreign Powers have expressed 
a willingness to accept, and from which 
His Majesty's Government i.ave already 
suggested a practical pro sume, 


NEW NATIONALIST GOVERNMENT. 

A new Nationalist Government appears 
to be now being formed at Nanking. It 
is too early to predict either its strength 
or its policy, but I have no hesitation in 
saying at once that the moderation of the 
Powers in dealing with the Nanking in- 
cident is largely inspired by a desire not 
to embarrass this or any other new Go- 
vernment in their task of introducing

NEW YORK, Sunday. 
An extraordinary story of crime in New 
York has been brought to light by an 
attempt to arrest two criminals last Thurs- 
day. In the fracas one of the gangsters, 
a well-known Chicago “gunman,” was 
shot dead by a policeman, and the other, 
the detectives’ life 
preservers, was taken into custody. 
They were wanted, together with six 
or eight other members of a gang, for 
kidnapping Mr. Abraham Scharlin, of New 
York, and Mr. James Taylor, of Brooklyn, 
and holding them captive for ransom. Mr. 
Scharlin, who is a midlionaire, and Mr. 
Taylor, who is also wealthy, were lure«l 
separately into motor cars, and carried 
blindfold to Brooklyn. They were stripped 
of their outer clothing, handcuffed together, 
and confined blindfold in the upper storey 
of a house for a week. 
Before daylight yvesterday—that is, a 
few hours after the shooting of the 
gangster-—their clothes were given back to 
them, also their money and jewellery. 
They were taken in a motor car to a 
cemetery, and the bandages, which had 
been fastened over their eyes with adhesive 
tape, were stripped off. “Now walk,’ 
said one of their captors; “walk away, 
and keep walking.” 

Mr. Scharlin telephoned to his brother, 
who notified the police. The kidnapped 
men told the detectives that they had 
noted the general locality where they had 
been confined, and knew that on a window 
pane in the back room of the upper storey 
of their prison there’ was a . decoration 
which gave the effect of stained glass. 

They were taken there, and after several 
hours’ search located the house; but the 
gangsters had fled two hours before, taking 
with them the machine guns, tear uas 
bombs, and “riot guns,’’ with which they 
had been equipped against a possible 
siege. :

AN URGENT GUESTION, 

The Times, in an editorial article, recalls 
that it is now five months since the Royal 
Commission on Cross-River Traffic  pub- 
lished their report on the Thames bridges in 
London, and says thar the delay in arriving 
at a settlement is the cause of pardonable 
anxiety. At the present moment the con-. 
struction of the new bridge at Charing Cross 
is by far the most urgent of the Commis- 
sion’s proposals, 

It is already three years since Waterlow 
Bridge was said to be tottering. The County 
Council view that the possibility of its partial 
preservation on its original lines is dependent. 
on the simultaneous carrying out of the 
Charing Cross scheme is undoubtedly sound, 
but something more important even than the 
preservation of Waterloo Bridge is at stake 
Charing Cross is going to be the key to the 
whole question of croes-river traffic. 

.Even when the work on the double-decker 
bridge at Charing Cross has been put in hand 
there is little prospect of its completion in 
less than ten years. ‘There has, in short, 
been far too much procrastination in the past, 
and the time. has come when procrastinators 
can no longer be choosers. Something must 
be done, and done quickly, and that some 
thing, since after all the years of inquiry and 
discussion no more ‘promising alternative 
scheme has been found, is tirst and foremost 
the building of a bridge at Charing Cross io 
carry road as well as railway traflic.

Armed police patrolled the main roads 
in the Six Counties all day, and detectives 
made special searches, but at a late hour 
last night none of the men had been traceck 
The Minister for Home Affairs for 
Northern Ireland announced last night 
that a reward of £500 will be paid to any 
person who will, within three months, give 
such information as will lead to the re- 
capture of the four men. If two or more 
persons give such information, the reward 
will be divided according to the valne of 
the information 
The following is a description of the

THE DARA. 


The story of how: the men made their 
escape reads like a shilling ‘‘ shocker.” 
It is evident that their plans were well 
laid, and that they had the assistance of 
persons outside the prison.

At the: direction. of the Crown the 
prosecution was transferred from the civil 
authorities to the military, and the men 
were tried by genera] courtmartial at 
Victoria Barracks on April 20th, 1921, 
and in July of that year the decision of 
the Court was promulgated. ! 
Three of the prisoners were sentenced 
to penal servitude for life. 
INQUIRY AT THE JAIL. 
An inquiry, it is) understood, was held 
in the jail to-day by Home Office officials. 
It is understood that the three men con- 
cerned in the Gilford murder charge 
claimed to be political prisoners, and that 
they should, therefore, have been released 
by the Ulster Governor at the time of the 
amnesty. At the trial before Judge Pim, 
however, counsel on their behalf contended 
that it was an ordinary case, and not of a 
political character. The three prisoners 
spent the early part of their sentence in 
a British jail, but: were transferred to 
Belfast when a convict. prison was estab- 
lished there.

SOUTH AFRICANS THE 
BETTER TEAM. 
—-—--- éó———— 
HE South African Davis Cup team 
completed its defeat of Ireland yester- 
day, when the two remaining singles were 
won, giving the Afrikanders final victory by 
five matches to love. The pessimists, doubt- 
less, will proclaim that Irish tennis is at 
an end; but that is the pessimists’ way, 
and their lamentations need not be taken 
very tragically, Ireland was unlucky. to 
meet South Africa so early in the contest. 
Her players “were beaten by better men, 
but somebody must win these events, and 
contrafiwise, somebody ‘must lose. This 
time Ireland: lost, and she would lose 
against the same team to-morrow, but no 
sensible person will ]ose a night’s sleep 
about it. An experience of this kind is a 
wonderful corrective of ‘one’s sense of pro- 
. portion. 

In the first match yesterday A. St. J. 
Mahony (Ireland) met J. Condon (South 
Africa), while P. D. B. Spence (South 
Africa) was opposed by I. A. Meldon, as 
the Hon. Cecil Campbell was unable to 
play as a result of an injury. Mr. Condon 
carried far too many guns for his 
opponent, who put up a plucky, if unavail- 
ing, fight. It was a case of that indefinable 
quality known as “class.” Mr: Mahony 
probably would drive ninety-nine out of ns 
hundred of his court-side critics’ off the 
court at any time; but in Mr. Condon he 
met a player of a type that he is not 
likely to meet again in a hurry, and he 
never had a hope of success. 

The same, or nearly the same, thing 
happened in the Meldon-Spence encounter. 
Mr. Spence is hardly in the same class as 
Mr. Condon; but his youth told the in- 
evitable tale against an older man. 
Mr. Meldon played splendidly, and when 
he took two sets from his ~opponent 
we had hopes that he might pull the 
last of our chestnuts out of the fire. 
But it was not to be. Mr. Spence was 
just a bit too quick and a bit too clever, 
and the match went the way of all the 
others. 

So we must wait for another year in the 
hope that our next opponents will not send 
any Tipperary men to humble us. The Irish 
tennis world will follow South Africa’s 
further progress in the Davis Cup with: 
more than ordinary interest; for, if an 
Irish team cannot reach the final of the 
European zone, the next best thing is that 
the honour should fall to a team with a 
Condon at its head. 


SOUTH AFRICA WINS 


FIVE MATCHES. 

Ireland went down ‘to South Africa in the 
first round of the Davis Cup, 1927, by five 
matches to love, both the outstanding singles 
being worked off at Fitgwilliam yesterday. 
In the first J. Condon romped away from 
A. St. J. Mahony in straight sets, 6-0, 8-6, 
6-1, and P. D. B. Spence beat L. A. Meldon 
6-3, 6-1, 4-6, 3-6, 6-4. The last-named came 
into court to fill the Hon. Cecil Campbell's 
place.

J. Condon and A, St. J. Mahony were the 
first-pair in court, --Friday’s form suggested 
or South ‘African win, and the form 

eld. Condon was a strong favourite from 

the start, and although Mahony made a much 
closer fight than the score would indicate, he 
only got within striking distance of it in the 
second set, which went to fourteen games 
before Condon consolidated his position.

TRIAL. 


VERDICT OF MURDER IN 
FIRST DEGREE. 
PRISONERS SENTENCED 
TO. DEATH, 


From Revrer’s Correspondent. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

Both Mrs. Snyder and Judd Gray have 
been found guilty of murder in the first 
degree. 

Sentence of death has been passed on both 
the prisoners. 

Tha jury deliberated for two hours, al) bat 
ae minutes, before deciding on their ver- 

ict. 

Both the prosecution and the defence 
having presented their case in the trial of 
Mrs, Snyder and Mr. Judd Gray for the 
murder of Mrs. Snyder’s husband, the process 
of summing up the volume. of evidence 
already heard began to-day. - The crowds 
Were worse even than they had been last 
week, anti as early at 8.30, despite t'¢ culd 
and a drizzling downpour of rain, a large 
throng of morbid sightseers charged the main 
entrance of the Court, forcing the police 
to exert their most strenuous efforts to repel 
them. 

An hour before the scheduled time for the 
opening of the Court the main corridors lead- 
ing to the actual scene of the trial were 
jammed with a fighting, cursing, rain-soaked 
crowd. 

ADDRESSES TO THE JURY. 

Mr. William Millard, counsel for Gray, 
was the first to address the jury. Speaking 
in his usual quiet tones, Mr. Millard painted 
& picture of the weak-minded Gray being 
led into the crime by the  machina- 
tiet.s of a snakelike woman, who drew 
him into her coils. Until 1925, said counsel, 
Gray had lived a happy, prosperous life. Then 
suddenly a sinister, fascinating, unscrupulous 
woman crossed his path. Subsequently ex- 
hausted by the stormy nature of her love for 
for him, Gray turned for stimulation to 
whiskey, and it was while he was under the 
influence of drink that she inserted into his 
weakened mind her determination to kill her 
husband, 

As Mr. Millard proceeded with his case 
Mr. Gray sat behind him, listening intently. 
I"-ur times, declared Mr. Millard, had that 
woman tried to kill her husband, and finally, 
having warped Gray's mind, she put him to 
her use. Gray had no motive for the crime, 
whereas the womaa stood to win 96,000 dollars 
insurance money. Mr. Millard concluded by 
asking for a verdict of manslaughter. 

THE WOMAN'S CASE. 

Then Mr. Wallace, speaking on behalf of 
the woman defendant, Leona Gray as- the 
most despicable creature imaginable, whose 
whole case was based on the desire to hide 
behind a woman's skirts.

From A CoRRESPONDENT. 


SALISBURY, Monday. 

Appalling conditions among ex-Service men 
in Ireland, under which ‘‘ human beings are 
slowly rotting to death,’’ are described in a 
report made to Field-Marshal Lord Methuen 
by a responsible investigator, who has just 
inquired into the welfare of British ex-Service 
men in various centres in Ireland. 

The startling repost was read by Lord 
Methuen at an ex-Service men’s rally at 
Shrewton, Wiltshire, and the veteran soldier 
made a slashing attack upon ex-officers 
who sit comfortably in their arm-chairs,’’ who 
owed everything to the men who had eerved 
under them, for their neglect of the men who 
had met with such dire misfortune, 

“ Nothing seems to me more sad, more dis- 
heartening, or more appallingly wrong, said 
the Field-Marshal, with great emotion, ‘‘ than 
that these men, who have fought for the 
Empire, should have received this treatment 
from their fellow-countrymen: If England 
can come to the help of those people, 1 trust 
that it will to the beat of its ability.”” He 
announced his inention of giving a substantial 


sum towards the relief of these people, and 
appealed to British Legions all over the 
country, to back him up in a _ practical 
fashion. 


THE REPORT. 

An extract, from the investigator's report 
was read by Lord Methuen as follows :—‘'l 
thought I knew a good deal about the state of 
ex-Service men; but my personal investigation 
in places like Youghal, Cork, Fermoy, and 
Helen. proved that i knew but only a little 
of the real conditions prevailing, It would 
be impossible to describe what I saw, and 
also what I was told by those who are work- 
ing amongst these starving families. 

“ The condition of affairs in Dublin is de- 
plorable. ‘To look at men who had served in 
the Army, and had in some cases obtained 
high non-commissioned rank, dressed in rags, 
with pinched faces, obviously under-fed, was 
a deplorable experience, and when it was 
pointed out to me that in most instances 
these men had young families, who were 
suffering equally, it was quite obvious that we 
were face to face with a problem which was 
far beyond the united efforts of all charitable 
institutions. Dublin, being the headquarters 
of many such associations, it is reasonable to 
say that more is done to alleviate distress 
there than elsewhere; but even all that is 
done in Dublin only touches the fringe of the 
acute distress in that city. 

IN YOUGHAL. i 

"“In Youghal and Tralee, as well as Cork, 
the conditions. pervailing were horrible. I 
personally investigated in Youghal and Tralee 
some of the homes where ex-Service men lived, 
or rather existed. Herded in small, dilapi- 
dated rooms, in some cases five to ten human 
beings in One room, often with no sanitary 
arrangements whatsoever, it is not surprising 
that consumption and other diseases are ram- 
mut. In some cases a consumptive member 
of the family was sleeping in bed with severa! 
others. 

“A gentleman represented the appalling 
conditions to me as being nothing better than 
those in which human beings are slowly rotting 


to death " 
“ ACUTE SUFFERING.” 

“The condition in Tralee were, if any- 
thing, worse. By request, I: went with a 

entleman at night and visited some of the 

ovels in which these men were living. ‘This 
gentleman preferred not to in the day- 
time, as his presence would inmediately be- 
come known, and these unfortunate people 
would swarm out of their houses asking him 
for food. The dilapidation of the houses was 
a dreadful sight—the: filth and dirt of the 
alley-ways was past belief, I looked into 
some rooms, and in many cases obvious efforts 
to clean were apparent, but the poverty 
was appalling: The physical condition of the 
people [ saw was: an extremely low one. 
a of food was plainly stamped on many 

ees, 

“There: is acute suffering from want of 
food, and the suffering of these people have 
been accentuated by the total absence of fuel. 

“ Unless some drastic action is taken there 
will be a very increased doath rate amongst 
theso men during the coming vinter from 
starvation.”

Mr. M. F. Keogh, al Manager, Great 
Southern “Railways Company, proposed a 
resolution to the effect that the movemént 
was worthy of support.

Mr. P. Lawrence, im séeconding the pro- 
posal, said that it was necessary that a 
proper civic spirit should be fostered in the 
city, and he did not think that anythisg 
would be better in this. direction than hí 
holding of a Civic Week.

CUARANTEE FUND. 

Captain Nutting, Chairman of the Board 
of Governors, Bank of Ireland, proposed that 
a guarantee fund operied. He said that 
the Committee of Irish Banks would guaran- 
tee £1,000 towards the expenses of Civic 
Week. He understood that Messrs. Guinness 
were guaranteeing a like sum. He urged 
the desirability of having a large number of 
guarantees for small amounts. He was sure 
that the railways and shipping companies, 
which would -vwake something out of Civic 
Week, would give something towards the 
guarantee tan. Shopkeepers would also 
benefit, and they ought to help the guarantee 
fund. 

At this stage the Chairman announced that 
Messrs. Guinness were unable to send a re- 
presentative to the meeting, but that they 
had sent an effective substitute by guarantee. 
ing £1,000. 

Mr. David Barry, O.B.E., in seconding the 
resolution, said that the citizens of Dublin— 
whether by birth or adoption—were proud of 
the city, and the proposed Civic Week would 
be welcomed by every citizen, because they 
were citizens of no mean city. They should 
be proud to show something of its beauty to 
strangers. The Chairman and his two 
colleagues had shown what could be achieved 
by civic administration, and it was the duty 
of every citizen to come to the aid of the 
Comthissioners and set up Dublin as an 
example for other cities to follow. He knew 
a great many cities across the Channel, and 
he said that they had nothing to be ashamed 
of in asking visitors to come and see Dublin.
